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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the removal and 
replacement of the printer body simultaneously removes and replaces the printing fluid storage, the pagewidth printhead, and the fluid 
connection; however the examiner disagrees. In the action dated 2/20/08, the examiner equates the body to element 1 in figure 15. This 
module has a printhead (element 2), fluid connection (these modules are connected to the ink channels behind) and ink storage (there will 
be some amount of ink within the modules - it is not defined in the claim how much, or for how long, the ink is stored). The applicant also 
argues that the examiner has gone beyond the broadest reasonable interpretation for "user"; however the examiner disagrees. A user can 
be anyone, even a manufacturer or one skilled in the art of printing. The type of user is not specified. The applicant also argues that the 
preamble has not been given weight; however, the examiner notes that there is no mention of a "cartridge" in the body of the claim, thus it 
does not give meaning to the claim. Also a printer cartridge, as defined in the applicant's arguments state that it can be "a module 
designed to be inserted into a larger piece of equipment". The printhead modules, as well as the entire body of figure 15, is inserted into 
the casing as shown in figure 13. Thus, the cited art reads upon the applicant's definition of "cartridge"
